A magistrate in Ottawa sentenced five Chi- 
nese men to terms of from ei months to a 
year in jail for offences committed against 
school girls under 14 vears of age.

His idea 
evidently was to impress the offenders that 
there was no judicial prejudice against them

Better Pave the Strips. 

Edmonton people may not be altogethe> 
surprised jf they learn from some enterpr 
ing United States paper one of these days that 
the storm of last Monday blew up some of the 
city pavement. What happened, of course, was 
that water from the me ting snow got under 
the paved strip between the rails in places 
froze, and heaved up chunks large and smal 
On Jasper and other important streets thers 
were already long stretches where the paving 
between the rails had given way and heen 
taken out, and these have been considerably 
lengthened. ; 

These unpaved strips are unsightly. Ther 
are more menacing than useful for automobile 
and other traffic. And they provide openings 
by which the water can get under the remair 
ing pavement—with results similar to those of 
the last few days whenever a frost follows a 
spring thaw. It would probably be cheaper to 
pave these strips than leave them unpaved, for 
they are centres from which the disintegration 
is bound to spread 


Exporting Money and Importing Coal. 

Canada during the year ending with Febru 
ary imported coa! from the United States to the 
value of $60,000,000. The estimated value of 
all the coal mined in Canada ir 5, was $49 
000,000. For the first half of last year, for 
which figures are available, the tota) was $25,- 
000,000. The conclusion seems trustworthy 
that Canadians paid about °#10,000,000 more 
last year for United States coal than they paid 
for Canadian coal 

From which some highly interesting deduc 
tions are to be drawn. United States capita! 
derived more profits from selling coal in Can 
adp ast year than Canadian capital derived 
from the year’s operations More men were 
employed in the United States to mine coal for 
sale in Canada than the Canadian mines could 
find work for. More Canadian money went 
into cireulation in the United States last vear, 
in payment for coal, than went into circulation 
in Canada. 

Sanadian capital would have a_ better 
chance of earning dividends by selling coa! in 
Canada if it was vested in United States cua! 
mines. Canadian coal miners would have a bet 
ter chance of making wages digging coal for 
Canadian users if they did their mining in the 
United States and not in Canada. Canadiar 
business men would stand a chance to get more 
of the ‘‘coal money"’ paid by Canadian house

These, 
passing through space, come within 
the povver of the earth's attraction 
and the friction as they pass through 
the ether and the air that blanketa 
the earth produces the vast waves 
of color which we call the aurora 
These waves, he has added, are more 
noticeable to the north and the 
south of the earth's surface for the 
season that, once the electrical atoms 
are brought within range of the 
earth's influence, they flow toward 
the north and south magnetic poles

LUNCH: Try a raw-food luncheon,

In the afternoon, about four or 
five o'clock, take your long walk of 
the day, which should now be at 
least three miles After returning 
from your walk, loosen your cloth 
ing and take all the exercises which 
IT have given you. in the preceding 
articles. Take these'exercises vigo 
ously, and try to induce a copious 
perspiration 

Add the following exercise to the 
ones you are now taking 
Hands pointing straight ove,’ head 
raise the arms, head and shoulders 
also raise the legs keeping the 
knees stiff.

MONDAY AT EMPRIESK 

Hidde Cantor, who makes his 
second ecreen apwearance in ‘Spr- 
celal Delivery,” coming to the Em- 
prees theatre for the first hall of 
nest week, wan a wealth of cx 
perience behind him. 

Broadway applauded him frant 
cally for a number of years before 
he eought euccess on tne silver sheet. 
He was known as the cleverest 
blackface comedian on the hoards, 
and over a million and « quarter 
stmrtd laughed at his antics in the 

legfeld production of “iid Boots.” 
Always the exponent of clean fun, 
Cantor got his laughs in « whole- 
fome manner. In 12 years of fac- 
ing people every night across the 
footlignts, Cantor learned ihe secret 
of making then laugh. 

In 1916, he appeared in “Canary 
Cottage” In Loe Angeles, und five 
monthe Iater joined Plorenz Zierfeid 
in New York. The following years 
eaw his rise to footlizti fame. Zier- 
feld’s “Kid Boots" introduced him 
to millions, and when faramount 
made ready to film that production, 
he was aigned for the leading role.
